Tom Watson’s Contest Is Heard by the

Washington, April 5.—(Special.j*The at- 
tention of the ultra silver men was directed 
today to a statement to the effect that 
President Cleveland wants to do something 
for silver, and it is believed that in a way, 
he deems best, he will endeavor to procure 
such favorable influences in Europe as will 
make it possible in 1895 to hold another in- 
ternational monetary conference. The pur- 
pose is to bring about an agreement as to 
the use of silver by the United: States. 
Great Britain and other European countries. 
The story further goes that Mr. Cleveland 
professes in private to be a bimetallist “at 
heart,” and wants bimetallism - restored, 
which, he believes, can be accomplished 
during his administrafion through interna- 
tional agreement. He has asked some of the 
friends of silver to be patient and fas said 
other things which lead New York finan- 
ciers to suspect that during the summer or 
fall, a proposition. may be received by the 
United States from European couniries for 


such a conference, to which he will gladly 
respond. 


A Clever Bluff. 


The silver men represent that in discus- 
sing the seigniorage bill with a number of 
its supporters, Mr. Cleveland stated that 
he believed the Europeans would seon invite 


another international monetary conference | 


which would likely agree on a ratio, but 
that nothing could be accomplished for sil- 
ver except by this means. While this may 
be true, the fact remains that Mr. Cleve- 
land has positively refused to take any 
steps looking to such a conference, holding 
that the United States should remain mute 
until some vague indefinite time arrives 
when European countries will seek a con- 
ference. This was foreshadowed in his letter 
to Governor Northen, and in the meantime 
the president had agitated himself in every 
possible way to aid the money power and 
gold standard advocates to destroy silver 
as a money metal, thus catering to British 
interests and defeating or hindering the ac- 
tion of other nations in seeking the remone- 
ation of silver. 
Or He May See the Inevitable. 


It may be Mr. Cleveland concludes that 
the-cause of bimetallism ts rapidly growing 
in Europe and will soon attain proportions 
which may force an international confer- 
ence and aé silver ratio agreement, and 
hence, desires to get under cover and claim 
credit for his administration policy. The 
silvermen here even say that while Mr. 
Cleveland may claim in pr'vate to be “at 
heart’ a bimetallist, his pubic and ofticial

Single standard fflatly contradict 
Statement. He is, they say, 
provided England abandons the single gold 
standard in favor of bimetallism and Wall 
street assents thereto. This, the silver men 
insist, is the whole extent of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s sympathy for silver as a money metal. 
He is also against any primary action by 
the United States looking to silver remoneti- 
zation. 
Tom Watson’s Case Up. 


The argument in the Watson-Black con- 
tested election case was heard by the com- 
mittee on elections today. Judge Gross open- 
ed the argument for Watson. Major Black 
followed for himself and John T. West 
closed for Watson. Messrs. Gross and West 
Charged frauds of all kinds in Augusta. 
Their charges were general, being princi- 
pally that more votes were polled in Rich- 
mond county than there were voters in the 
county. Major Black held that they showed 
no specific frauds and that there was no 
evidence to show that he was not fairly 
elected. The arguments were brief. Mr. 
West, in closing, held that Mr. Black was 
not elected; whether the committee decided 
Watson was elected or not, it should decide 
Black was not elected. The arguments were 
all delivered in’ good humor. Mr. West, par- 
ticularly, exhibited a good-natured spirit 
and made a good impression upon the com- 
mittee, indulging in much bright, witty and 
good-natured repartee with Colonel Patter- 
son and Mr. Denson, of the committee. It 
was the general impression that Mr. Wat- 
son's attorneys failed to make out a good 
case. The allegations were of a general, 
instead of a specific, mature. It is, there- 
fore, probable that there will be practically 
a unanimous repert from the committee 
against Watson. The attorneys for Mr. 
Watson are of the opinion that he will 
claim his right to be heard in his own be- 
half when the case comes up before the 
house. Mr. West and Mr. Gross would ex- 
press no opinion when asked this aftcrnoon 
if Watson would run for congress this fall.

MARCHED THROUGH PITTSBURG. . 


Coxey’s Army Escorted by the Police. 
Resumes Its March. — 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 5.—Under the super- 
vision of forty police officers and the heads 
of the police bureau of Allegheny City, the 
commonweal army, about 207 strong, left 
their guarded enclosure at Exposition park 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning. The men were 
‘glad to get off after their virtual imprison- 
ment. As the men drew out of the park 
on time at South avenue they were met by 
the citizens’ escort, 500 strong, under C. A. 
Burrows. The streets were a seething mass 
of humanity, but the people were very or- 
derly, The column marched through the 
crowd to the union bridge, then up Du- 
quesne way to Sixth street, Marke? Street, 
Fifth avenue, Smithfield street to the south 
side. Frequent cheers greeted the army 
and Geueral Coxey from the crowd on ail 
sides. The Pittsburg police madé no extra 
preparations, only the day force being or- 
dered on duty. They handled the crowd 
easily and without trouble. 

Before leaving the ball park the army 
Gave three rousing cheers for the good 
people of Allegheny and Pittsburg, and a 
groan for the police. The procession 
through both cities was led by a one-time- 
many-millionaire, J. D. Karns, once the 
most prominent figure in the Pennsylvania 
oil region, and for whom Kansas City was 
named. The exit from Pittsburg was unat- 
tended by special incident. At the city line 
the Pittsburg .escort dropped out of the 
line. Homestead workmen, 500 strong, with 
a brass band, took the position occupied by 
the Pittsburg escort and escorted the army 
to the camp. The entire route was thronged 
with enthusiastic people. 

Gaining Recruits. 

Coxey’s army gained 209 recruits here 
today, most of them Hungarians and Sla- 
vorians and densely ignorant, with no 
knowledge whatever of Coxey’s purpose. 
Some of Coxey’s supporters fear that this 
element will make the army a disorderly 
body. As it now stands the entire force 
numbers about 500; consequently the ques- 
tion of feeding and caring for the men has 
become a very serious one. The commissary 
wagons are loaded down on theic way out 
of Pittsburg. About 300 pairs of shoes, 500 
pairs of socks, 300-vests and an immense 
quantity of provisions were. distributed 
among them this evening. 

A sensation was ‘sprung:in this town this 
evening by the‘antiouncemet of the appoint- 
ment of Alexander Childs to the position 
of the chief of commissary of the cornmun- 
weal. Young Childs is highly connected. 
H..C. Frick, the famous president of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, is an uncle of 
the young man, as is also Judge Marcus 
Acheson, of the United States circuit court. 


TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS. 


They Indulge the Hope ef Carrying 
the State This Year. , 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 5.—(Special.)— 
This city is in the hands of the republicans 
tonight. Two large state organizations have 
been in session all day. The party’s jour- 
halists of the state, forty-two streng, met 
this morning and organized the Republican 
Editorial Association of Tennessee for the 
purpose of securing more concerted action 
in matters political. Republicans express 
themselves as hopefyl of carrying Ten- 
nessee in the gubernatorial race. The Re- 
publican League of State Clubs held its 
third annual convention amid the wildest 
enthusiasm. They adopted a _ resolution 
favoring the proposed pian of basing rep- 
resentation in the national convention on 
the actual vote cast by each state and not 
as at present on the congressional repre- 
sentation. This is to prevent the south from 
having an unproportional voice in the nam- 
ing of a presicential ticket as it did in the 
convention of i884 that nominated Blaine. 
Delegates were chosen to the National 
League meeting at Venver, Col., June 26th. 
All in all, today was the biggest day in the 
republican calendar. Congressman Gros- 
venor, of Uhio, addressed an immense 
throng tonight. 

THE WAR IN THE COKE REGIONS. 


President Davis, of the Strikers, Ar- 
rested. 

Uniontown, Pa., April 5.—Yesterday’s 
tragic events in the coke,regions appear to 
have had a sobering effect on the strikers, 
and it is hardly probable that there will be 
a repetition of such bloody work. With 
the discovery of the bodies of eight Hunga- 
rian strikers in the woods near Dawson 
the fatalities of yesterday are increased to 
ten, with many more seriously injured than 
was first known. The eight dead strikers 
found this morning were undoubtedly killed 
by the party pursuing the Paddock mur- 
derers. No definite information as to the 
cause of the death of the eight have been 
obtutned up to this time. The arrest of 
President Davis, of the district organiza- 
tion, has had a demoralizing effect on the 
strikers. Davis was landed in jail here 
this morning at 9 o’clock, charged with 
complicity in the murder of Chief Engi- 
neer Paddock. Davis was the ninety-fifth 
striker arrested for the Paddock murder. 
Davis said he was sorry for yesterday’s 
occurrences, but the foreign element could 
not be controlled. He feels certain that he 
cannot be comnected with the killing of 
Paddock. He will ask for a habeas corpus 
hearing at once and expects to be dis- 
charged on bail. 

The general feeling among the more in- 
telligent strikers is that they cannot win 
against so much feeling stirred up against 
them by yesterday’s troubles, together with 
the unpropitious time for a strike. The 
foreign element, however, are nothing 
daunted and any further bioodshed will be 
caused by them. At all the plants where 
work is being attempted the strikers are 
gathered in large numbers. At Mount Brad- 
dock, the famous Hill Farm mines and 
Rainey D. Meyer works, there are several 
hundred strikers gathered about waiting 
for an attempt to operate the plants. Dep-

She Tells of Letters Which She Wrote | 
for Breckinridge. 


ADDRESSED 10 HIS DEAR SISTER 


The Typewriter’s Evidence Contra- 
dicts the Defendant's Story. 


MADELINE ON THE STAND AGAIN. 


Her Recollection of the Name Given One 
Child Is Not Clear~There Were So 
Many She Gets Them Mixed 


Washington, April 5.—Colonel Breckin- 
ri¢ge formally closed his defense today. 
The witnesses called on his behalf were ex- 
amined apparently with a view of disprov- 
ing the statement of ...- plaintiff that she 
had given birth to a male child in Wash- 
ington city, on February 3, 1888. Then the 
rebuttal testimony for the plaintiff began 
and continued until adjcurrment. The most 
interesting and perhaps the most important 
testimony of the day was that given by 
Miss Louise Lowell, the typewriter who 
had done copying for Colonel Breckinridge 
at the capitol, and Mary Yancey, a colored 
cook at the house of Mrs. Thomas, with 
whom Miss Pollara lived from February 
to May of last year. Miss Lowell swore 
that she had copied for Colonel Breckin 
ridge letters in his hand writing to “My 
Dear Sister Louise’ and “My Dear Spic- 
fire,” and her synopses of these showed 
that the letters were of an amatory char- 
acter. The defendant in his testimony had 
denied that he had maintained any com- 
munication with Miss Pollard during - 1886, 
when the letters were written, while the 
plaintiff asserted that she received letters 
from him in that year addressed ‘“‘My Dear 
Sister Louise,” “My Dear Spitfire,” “My 
Dear Madeline’’ and other terms of in- 
timacy. 

Mary Yancey, the colored cook, t, ere 
positively to an acknowledgment by Cglo- 
nel Breckinridge of his intention to marry 
the plaintiff. Accogding to the witness, 
‘‘olonel Brenckinridge complimented here<a 
her cookery, and after mentioning the 
plaintiff's name, said: “We want you to. 
come with’ us when we go to naou;2keeping 
in the fall.”

Miss Pollard on the Stand. 

Miss Pollard came in about five minutes 
after Judge Bradley took his seat. She 
was closely followed by Colonel Breckin- 
ridge and his attorneys. It was supposed 
when Colonel Breckinridge finished his tes- 
timony yesterday that the defense would 
rest its case, although Major Shelby an- 
nounced that more testimony might be 
introduced. There was some surprise, 
therefore, when Miss Pollard was called 
to the stand this morning, rot as a witness 
for the plaintiff, but for the defense. 

“Miss Pollard, what time was your baby 
born in 1888?’’ asked Major Butterworth. 

“My baby was born at noon on the 3d 
of kebruary, and as I had promised Mr. 
Brenckinridge—’’ She started to say some- 
thing more, but Major Butterworth inter- 
rupted her, and said she must confine her- 
self to the questions asked. Miss Pollard 
said she gave her baby up two hours after 
it was born and it was taken to an asylum 
on Fourteenth street—a Protestant found- 
ling asylum—by an old colored midwife 
named Aunt Mary. It was at her house 
the baby was born. 

“Do you know whether the child was 
christened ?’’ 

“I pinned a little note on my baby’s 
clothing with the name of ‘Diest Carlyle’ 
on it. Il was reading Thomas Carlyle at 
the time and one of his heroes was called 
‘Dicst.” The name was selected because 
it was very different from Mr. Breckinridge’s 
or mine.’”’ 

“Did you see the child while it was liv- 
ing at the asylum?’ ‘ 

“As soon as I was able I went to th 
asylum with Dr. Parsons. I don’t remember 
whether it was before or after I went to 
the convent, on the 28th of March.” 

Other quéstions were asked by Major 
Butterworth as to her visit to the asylum 
to see the child, as to how soon after that 
visit the child died, who the undertaker 
was, who nursed the baby in its illness, 
and other inquiries evidently made to secure 
information that will enable the defense 
to investigate the whole truth about the 
little foundling. Miss Pollard said she had 
gone to the asylum only once, because she 
“pledged her word not to go again.’’ 

The Baby’s Name. 

Mrs. Lidie, who had been matron of the 
Washington Foundling asylum in 1888, was 
called and produced a record book of the 
asylum for the time during which Miss 
Pollard’s baby was born. The book con- 
tained a slip of paper under date of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1888, which the witness said was 
pinned to a child brought to'the asylum 
on that day by an old colored woman. Mrs. 
Lidie said, in answer to a question, that 
the name on the slip was “Dietz Downing” 
and not ‘“‘Diest Carlyle.” 

On the slip was written in a feminine 
hand, “‘Please name my baby Dietz Down- 
ing.”’ 

Mrs. Lidie said that after looking at Dr. 
Parsons she could say that the latter had 
never been to the asylum to the knowledge 
of the witness. 

Mr. William B. Moore, who was chief 
of the vital statistics office of the health de- 


February, 1888, testified that he had exam- 
ined the records and found that there was 
no return made by Dr. Parsons of a birth 
occurring on February 3d. 

The Defense Closes. 

“We rest, if your honor please,” said 
Major Butterworth, when Mr. Moore had | 
stepped down, and the case of the de- 
fense was closed at 11:33 o’clock a. m. 

The first witness called in rebuttal by 
the plaintiff was Dr. William A. Cowan, 
superintendent of the Westerm Pennsylva- 
nia hospital, at Pittsburg. He said he re- 
sided at Pittsburg from 1876 to 1880. 

“Are you related te this plaintiff?’ asked 
Mr. Carlisle. 

“Yes, sir; first cousin through her moth- 
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upon technical grounds, but after a long 
argument Judge Bradley decided that the 
testimony was admissible to rebut the evl- 
Gence of the woman, Mollie Miller, as to 
the plaintiff's alleged immoral conduct be- 
tween the years 1876 and 1878. 

Dr. Cowan said Miss Pollard resided con- 
tinuously with his family near Pittsburg 
“from 1876 to 1880, and attended school dur- 
ing that time with his sisters. On cross- 
examination, Dr. Cowan fixed the time of 
Miss Pollard’s coming to his home by the 
fact that herfather nad decided, just after 
returning to Kentucky from the democratic 
national convention of 1876, to which he 
Was a delegate, and the witness remem- 
bered that his motber had gone to Ken- 
tucky and brought Miss Pollard back to 
Pittsburg. The witness said he knew also 
that Miss Pollard was with his family in 
1878, because her brother, a telegraph oper- 
ator, had volunteered to go south during 
the tyellow fever epidemic and had died 
from the disease while Miss Pollard was 
with the Cowan family. The witness said 


plaintiff was at his house when he re- 
turned. 

Mrs. Brown, of Cincinnati, took the stand. 
She was the vice president of Wesleyan 
college, in Cincinnati, when Miss Pollard 
Was a student there, when the intercourse 
between the plaintiff and defendant began. 
Mrs. Brown produced the record of the col- 
lege for the year 1883 and identified the 
entry under Miss Pollard’s name. Objection 
was made, but Judge Bradley admitted the 
record on the ground that is was newly dis- 
covered evidence. 

Mrs. Brown told an interesting story of 
bow she had found this important piece of 
evidence. She had put it in an old side- 
board. locked it up there, and, forgetting 
aly about it, had given the sideboard to a 
friend. The® key to the drawer in which 
the book lay was lost and nobody thought 
of breaking open the drawer to see if the 
book was there. Last week the key turned 
up accidentally and the drawer was opened. 
Mrs. Brown tes.ified that the entries were 
made by her son, Professor Orrin Browh. 

Judge Bradley decided that the record 
could not-be produced as evidence of Miss 
Pollard’s age, but he allowed Mrs. Brown 
to read the rest of the entry, as fvliows: 

“Eighty-third session, beginning Septem- 
ber 19, 1383. Pollard, Maieline Vivian, en- 
tered November 20th; name of parents or 
giardian, Mrs. J. D. Pollard; residence, 
Frankfort, Ky.; French, Latin, rhetoric, 
elocution, not classified.”’ 

Rozell Contradicted. 

Guided by Mr. Carlisle, Mrs. Brown pro- 
ceeded to contradict Mr. Rankin Rozell, 
who tad testified that he bruke his en- 
gagement with the plaintiff because she 
allowed him to “kiss her and hug her’ in 
the reception rooms of the college. Mrs. 
Brown said the rules of the institution pro- 
vided that gentlemen could be received by 
pupils on Friday evenings only. They were 
| received exclusively in the four big commu- 
| nicating rooms on the figst floor. © Mrs. 
Brown remembered Rankin Rozell as a vis- 
itor at the college. 
| “Certainly net,’’ said Mrs. Brown to a 
question as to whether the rules of the col- 
lege permitted a student to entertain a 
guest for an hour and a half or two hours 
in the reception rooms. Mrs. Brown added 
| that even girls who were engaged were not 
permitted to see their fiances except cn 
Friday evenings, and then publicly. 

‘The last time I saw Mr. Rozell person- 
ally,” said the witness, ‘“‘was on the occa- 
sion of the literary contest between the 
two societies at the college, when Miss Pal- 
lara won a noted victory for her society in 
the presence of 600 people.” 

Mrs: Brown said she had seen Mr. Rodes, 
Miss Pollard’s ostensible guardian, and she 
described him as “a country. gentleman, of 
pure habit, of pure tongue and as rever- 
ential in the presence of a lady as :t were 
possible to be. He seemed to think a great 
deal of Miss Pollard in the purest way. Lis 
manner toward her was unobjectionable in 
every way, and he had a great admiration 
for her intellect, as many others had.”’ 

The court also examined Mrs. Brown, and 
to Judge Bradley’s question she said the re- 
ception rooms at the college were always 
open and pupils and teachers were con- 
stantly going through them. There were 
no especial privileges granted Rozell. Mrs. 
Brown left the stand without being allowed 
to tell about the, manner in which Rozell 
' was forbidden the privileges of the college. 

Miss Louise Lowell, the typewriter who 
had testified that Colonel Breckinridge had 
brought her a letter to copy beginning, 
‘‘My Dear Sister Louise,’’ and had also etn- 
ployed her to address envelopes to Miss 
Pollard, was recalled by the plaimtiff and 
asked by Judge Wilson to teil what was 
discovered in the “Sister Louise’ letter. 
Miss Lowell said: 

‘The expression of affection in the letter 
was much stronger—’”’ 

But here Major Shelby objected and Miss 
Lowell was held down to what she remem- 
bered in the letter. 

“The writer,’’ she said, ‘‘spoke of the great 
love between the two and the disparity in 
their ages, that no two persons in the same 
family, with so great a difference in their 
ages, could love each other so dearly.’’ 

‘“‘Was that the substance?’ 

‘That was the whole tenor of the letter.”’ 

Miss Lowell had a tolerably clear recollec- 
tion of other letters she had copied for 
Colonel Breckinridge. They were familiar, 
aifectionate and enjoined caution. One was 
addressed, ‘‘My Dear Spitfire.’’ All the 
letters handed her by Colonel Breckinridge 
to be copied were in manuscript, which was 
taken away when she had finished copying 
it. 

That Decorated Basket. 

Very much out of breath, Mary Yancey, 
the servant girl at Mrs. Thomas’s, where 
Miss Pollard boarded and where Colonel 
Breckinridge said she attempted to take 
his life, took the stand. Mary was shown 
the little decorated basket that belonged 
to the late Mrs. Breckinridge, which Miss 
Pollard said was given her by the de- 
fendant and which Colonel Breckinridge 
said he had not seen since it was taken 
from his house. 

“Have you ever seen that basket?’ asked 
Judge Wilson. 

“Thousands of times,’’ said Mary. 

“Diu you see it’ one day when Colonel 
Breckinridge took lunch at Mrs. Thom- 
as’s?’’ 

“Yes, sir. I saw Miss Madeline sitting in 
the parlor on the sofa with the basket in 
her lap and Colonel Breckinridge sitting be- 
side her. She used the basket for a work 
basket and it had a blue bow and blue silk 
lining.”’ 

Mary was allowed to tell of what hap- 
pened when Colonel Breckinridge called on 
Miss Pollard the day after the tuncheon.

Declaring the War Is Over. 


MILITARY OCCUPATION ENDS TODAY 


Those Companies Which Mutinied 
Are to Be Dealt With. 


SOLDIERS TO BE COURT MARTIALED 


The Inquest at Darlington Has Practically 
Ended—Constabl-s Under Military Pro- 
tection-—Telegrams Still Suppressed. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 5.—(Special.)—The 
troops have been withdrawn from Darling- 
ton and Florence and will arrive here to- 
morrow morning to be paid off and dis- 
missed. Governor Tillman today received 
infcrmation from General Ricibourg that 
the “insurgents have dispersed,”’ that peace 
and order are restored and the civil author- 
ities are now able to uphold and enforce 
the law. The governor accordingly issued 
a proclamation tonight declaring that the 
two counties are no longer in insurrection, 
and restoring the civil status.

THEY EXPLAINED 


How They Would Bave Voted Had They 
Reen Present. 

Washington, April 5.—A great calm and a 
small attendance of members were the two 
prominent things notable in the hall of the 
house today when Speaker Crisp called the 
body to order. 

The reading of the journal evoked no 
criticism, although Mr. Payne called at- 
tention to two descrepancies upon votes 
taken yesterday, as they appear in the 
journal and in the record. The journal was 
declared to be correct and approved with- 
out objection. 

The credentials of J. F. Islar, the newly- 
elected member from the first district of 
South Carolina, to succeed Representative 
Brawley, were read and the gentleman 
sworn in. 

Mr. McCreary asked unanimous consent 
for the present consideration (which was 
granted) of the bill to enforce and give 
effect to the recommendations of the Paris 
tribunal of arbitration for the preservation 
of the fur seal. 

The bill was read and Mr. McCreary ex- 
plained its provisions. 

Mr. Dingley, referring to the provision 
providing for the seizure of American ves- 
sels by British officers, upon condition of 
reciprocal right being granted American 
officers to seize British vessels, asked 
whether this was in pursuance to any part 
of the award by the arbitrators, or was 
taken from one of the various treaties look- 
ing to the suppression of the slave trade. 

Mr. Hitt, a member of the foreign affairs 
committee, replied that the section was 
drawn by the gentleman who reported the 
United States before the tribunal and was 
deemed essential to the enforcement of the 
provisions of the award. It was based upon 
the terms of the treaty of 1870 for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade. 

The bill was read a third time and passed 
without a division: 

Several Explanations. 

A series of explanations then followed 
respecting failures to go record on the 
veto of the Bland seigniorage bill. 

Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, said he had been 
informed by Mr. Bland that a vote would 
not be asked until Saturday, and not real- 
izing the possibility of a vote yesterday, 

had obeyed a summons and left the house, 

“If I had been present,’’ he continued, “I 
should have voted to pass the bill over the 
president’s veto and would have favored a 
reasonable time for debate.’’

Mr. Swanson, democrat, of Virginia, said 
that if he had been present he would have 
voted’ ‘earnestly and sincerely to pass the 
bill over the veto and would like to have 
submitted a few remarks.” 

Mr. Bartholdt, republican, of Missouri, 
and Mr. Draper, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, said they would have voted against 
passing the bill over the veto. 

The house resolved itself into committee 
of the whole upon the general appropriation 
bill and Mr. Hatch took the chair. 

Mr. Sayers asked unanimous consent for 
consideration of the urgent deficiency bill 
reported yesterday. 

Mr. Reed asked the- probable amount of 
deficiencies that the housé would be asked 
to cover. 

Mr. Sayers told him it would be about 
$12,000,000 or $14,000,000. 

After securing from Mr. Sayers an ad- 
mission that the necessities of the public 
service required the speedy passage of the 
bill, Mr. Reed said no objection would be 
made by the republicans. ‘‘On this side we 
always bow to that,’’ he added. 

The bill was read. It carries, as reported 
from the committees, a total of $12,372,551. 

Mr. Cannon, a member of the committee, 
said that the present congress, notwith- 
standing the great total of appropriations 
for the current fiscal year, had broken the 
record for urgent deficiency bills and addi- 
tional appropriations as they more properly 
were. The one under consideration was the 
fifth of the series, and the total amount 
carried by the five was $4,571,577. 

Changes in the Census Law. 

Mr. Sayers offered an amendment, making 
several changes in the law relating to the 
census bureau. The most important were 
to extend the time for completing the work 
of the bureau from June 30, 1894, to March 
4, 1895; to transfer to the pension bureau the 
lists of soldiers and sailors who served in 
the union army, with the surviving widows 
of the soldiers and sailors; to incorporate 
the reports on fisheries with the agricultural 
report, and to print 100,000 copies of an ab- 
siract of the census, not to exceed 250 
pages. The present law requiring the pub- 
lication of the names and addresses of the 
soldiers and sailors and surviving widows 
thereof is repealed by the amendment. The 
abstract or digest of the census will be 
ready for distribution by the first of August 
next. 

The amendment was agreed to, as was 
also an amendment giving the department 
of state $,000 for printing. The bill was re- 
ported to the house and passed. 

In committee of the whole, the house then 
took up the postal appropriation will, which 
was partly considered week before last. 

On motion of Mr. Crawford $30,000 of the 
appropriation for inland mail transportation 
was ordered to be set aside for increasing 
the services on lines where the sales of 
postage stamps, etc., are not sufficient in 
themselves, under existing regulations, to 
warrant the increase. 

Mr. Springer offered the following amend- 
ment: = 

Resolved, That hereafter all periodical 

publications issued from a Known place of 
publication, at stated intervals and as fre- 
quently as four times a year, by or under 
the auspices of a benevolent or fraternal 
society or order organized under the lodge 
system and having a bona fide membership 
of not less than 1,000 persons, or a regularly 
incorporated institution of learning, shall 
be admitted to the mails as second-class 
matter, and the postage thereon shall be 
the same as on second-class matter and no 
nore.” 

This amendment provoked a long discus- 
sion, and no action upon it was reached. 

The committee rose at 6 o’clock and the 
house adjourned.

He 
comes fresh from the scenes of the recent 
disturbances and talks interestingly con- 
cerning the condition of things. 

Major Matheson was busily engaged in 
unpacking his implements of warfare when 
a reporter called upon him last night. 

_ “Y¥es,"’ he said, ‘‘: have just returned from 
South Carolina,’ my native state, and hav- 


ing its best interests at heart made every | 


effort while there to get at the bottom of 
things. It is a truth as old as man’s cre- 
ation that in a conflict of opinion on vital 
questions extremes are apt to be resorted to 
by either side, and the more vital the issue 
the stronger wili be the feelings aroused. 
This state of affairs exists in South Caro- 
lina today, and while not inclined to be pes- 
simistie, I fear the end has not yet come. 

‘‘Reaching Columbia on Monday afternoon 
I found everything apparently quiet, but 
in the very air was a sense of uncertainty 
and unrest that could be plainly felt. Right 
here I will say that ail true South Caro- 
linians deplore the recent events and the 
desire is general to avoid further trouble 
if it can be conscientiously done. It is 
this spirit of conservatism and love of state 
which has thus far prevented civil strife, 
and properly acted upon by the leaders of 
both factions will result in permanent 
peace. Should Tillman, though, insist upon 
enlora.ng extreme measures he wili be 
promptly resisted, and the very pressure 
which conservatives have put upon their 
action in the desire for peace will be the 
more disastrous when released by his goad- 
ings. 

“While in Columbia I heard Tillmanite 
sympathizers. frequently say, ‘Marse Ben 
has the !aw on his side, and is therefore 
right.’ 

“Ordinarily this ig true. 

“History furnishes numerous examples 
where pernicious and dangerous laws have 
been opposed by Jliderty-iuving and law- 


abiding people, and the people’s defense of . 


personal rights has met with the just ap- 
plause of all self-respecting nations. While 
the conservatives of South Carolina do not 
condemn tne dispensury law as being to- 
tally without merit, yet, aside from its 
probable unconstitut.onality, they do object 
to its tyrannical enforcement. 

“The rights of an individual are at least 
as sacred as the rights of a state, and 
when the state assumes to invade the 
private home, the very basis of all good 
government, it puts itself beyond the pale 
of forbearing virtue and places the citizen 
on the defense of his honor. Governor 
Tillman, in the indulgence of his usual 
harsh expressions, declared the other day 
that all this talk about a man’s home be- 
ing his castle was bosh; that if a man 
turned his home into a saloon he must 
expect to have it invaded, and then this 
ruler, with an eye single to falsehood, goes 
on to charge conservatives with such repre- 
hensible conduct. It is by such insulting 
and violent language that much of the 
present trouble has been caused. The ef- 
fect of such talk is to create opposition: 
where it would not otherwise exist and to 
arouse indignation as natural as it is se- 
vere. The governor’s statement. is ac- 
cepted, but no one knows better than him- 
self the falsity of his charge. The con- 
servatives rank among their number some 
of the best people of the state, and to 


charge them with these degrading practices | 


is to cap the climax of that fish market 


abuse which this self-styled reformer has | 


so long heaped upon them. That blind 
tigers do exist no one will deny, but that 
they are owned, run and patronized entirely 
by Tillman’s opposers is untrue. In fact, 
I noticed in Columbia and throughout the 
state in general an almost universal desire 
on the part of the better class of citizens 
to give the dispensary law a fair trial, and 
if Tillman will appeal to this class instead 
of attacking them he will gain their sup- 
port in the enforcement of his pet scheme.” 

Continuing, Mr. Matheson said that he 
noticed a deep-seated aversion to the spy 
system and to the personnel of the spies 
themselves. While, as free-born citizens, 
the people objected toa lowering espionage, 
smacking largely of Russian flavor, they 
were the more incensed that buiuies and 
outcasts should be selected as agents of 
the system’s workings.

And then it was his 
first appearance in public since the begin- 
ning of the excitement on Friday night 
preceding. He did not come alone, though, 
for massed in front of him were some 400 
members of his wool hat brigade, proving 
a very effectual barrier to the several hun- 
dred citizens present, who wanted to get 
close enough to hear well. Those ‘boys’ 
were genuine curiosities—sunburned, rough- 
ly dressed and armed with anything from 
an air gun to a Winchester rifle; they 
would have excited the apprehension and 
amusement of the’ European czar as his 
body guard. But they served the purpose 
here, and justly, for the spirit of determined 
fight was unmistakably written on their 
homely features. Here and there an old 
‘confed’ could be seen among the number, 
and I found myself wondering what sensa- 
tions moved their rugged breasts. Just in

FINED DEAN $250. 


Judge Cobb Makes an Example of 
Young Lowe's Assailant. 
Athens, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—Judge 
Cobb today sentenced C. C. * Dean to 
twelve months in the chaingang or a fine 
of $200 and costs for assault and battery 

on Walter H. Lowe. 

The assault was one of the most scan- 
dalous occurrences ever seen in Athens and 
created a great sensation at the time, all 
the newspapers publishing the details of 
the dirty affair. 

Lowe was the correspondent of The Au- 
gusta Chronicle at the time and was 
writing some vigorous articles on gambling 
in Athens. 

One night the heard that the police ex- 
pected to rade Dean's rooms as a gambling 
den, and, in order to be on the scene, 
Lowe mounted a side roof, where he could 
observe the whole affair. 

Dean and his companions disocvered Lowe 
and pulled him in the room, where they 
used him outrageously. 

Dean took his sentence with apparent 
unconcern and it is believed that his coun- 
sel will appeal for a new trial. 

From the following remarks of Judge 
Cobb as he delivered the sentence it is 
apparent that Dean need hope for , no 
lighter punishment than he has been 
awarded: 

“This case has resulted in one mistrial 
and in one conviction with recommenda- 
tion to mercy. Counsel have appealed to 
the court for mercy by reason of the de- 
fendant’s opportunities and education not 
being sufficient to render him a man of del- 
icate sensibilities. The plea of poverty 
and inability to pay a heavy fine has also 
been presented. 

“It is said that a fine of $15 and costs 


| has been placed on the defendant for con- 


tempt of court, which has been paid. This 
the court cannot notice in passing sentence, 
as it did not arise from the occurrence 
itself. The plea that the 
already paid a fine of $75 and costs in 
the mayor’s court for this offense is to be 
considered by this court in making up its 
sentence. 

“A motion for a new trial in this case 
is now pending, and hence the court will 
not express an opinion of :t. The remarks 
it now makes are in the light of the ver- 
dict of guilty, assuming that verdict to be 
right. The additional plea has been made 
that young Lowe was pestiferous and ob- 
noxious and that his publications in The 
Augusta Chronicle were aggravating and 
irritating. That also will be taken into 
consideration by the court. 

“In tne light of the testimony and the 
verdict the jury believed that either the 
defendant enticed Mr. Lowe through the 
officer of the law to his room and made 
preparation for his coming to put this in- 
dignity upon him or that the defendant 
after he discovered Mr. Lowe put it upon 
him. Assuming this verdict to be right, 
a negro was sent to get the filth and pre- 
pare it so that it sickened all in the room. 
Other parties were present and Mr. Lowe 
was held while the slops were poured upon 
him, 

“In the light of the evidence and the 
verdict the court is at a loss to conceive 
how anything published ‘could libel the 
character of the defendant. The mind that 
could conceive and the heart that could 
carry out this indignity it is difficult to 
characterize with a depravity greater than 
the act itself concedes. 

“The court will make an example of this 
case, vindicate the law and warn the 
defendant and others that they have the 
right to defend their homes and their cas- 
tles, but no right to commit such an in- 
dignity as the one involved in this case. 

“It is the judgment of the court that 
the defendant pay within five days a fine 
of $250 and costs or in default thereof serve 
twelve months in the chaingang. Mr. Sher- 
iff, the defendant is now in your custody.” 

Mr. Dean simply got up and took his 
former seat in the court house while his 
counsel very promptly asked for the amount 
of bond in the case. 

Judge Cobb fixed the bond at $350, which 
bond was made by Mr. Dean during the 
day.

Negro Agitators Induce Laborers to 
Quit Work in Macon. 


TWO RINGLEADERS ARE ARRESTED 


Fresh Rumors About Judge Bartlett Re- 
siguing to Run tor Congress—A Hand- 
some Testimonialto Dr. Bass. 


Macon, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—There 
will be a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Southwestern railroad on April lith at the 
office of the company in Macon. It will be 
an adjourned meeting from the meeting 
that was held at the Academy of Music 
last February, at which it was decided that 
if in a reasonable time a plan of reorgani- 
zation of the Central railroad properties 
wus not perfected by which the Southwesi- 
ern’s interests would be satisfactorily pre- 
served and protected, that the Southwest- 
ern would withdraw from the Central and 
operate as an independent line. So far as 
is known no reorganization scheme has 
been framed. Receivers Comer and Hayes, 
when they recently returned from New 
York, are reported to have said that no re- 
organization plan has yet been given out 
in New York. It is supposed that the 
meeting to be held in Macon on April 15th 
is to decide positively about the question 
of withdrawal. Mr. R. T. Wilson, of New 
York, is now president of the Southwestern 
and will probably be present. 

Intimidating the Work. 

This morning a crowd of negroes col- 
lected where laborers are at work building 
the city’s sewers and sought by intimida- 
tion and threats to make them quit work 
because of the pay they were receiving— 
60 cents per day. Last nigigt a number of 
negroes held a meeting and resolved not to 
work on the sewers for less than $1 per 
day and to whip all others who worked for 
less. In pursuance of this resolution a 
gang of the disturbers went to the negroes 
at work on the sewers and persuaded nearly 
all of them to quit. Chief of Police Butner 
took several officers and told the negroes 
to disperse. Jeff Jones and Lawrence Hay- 
good were the ringleaders, and they were 
insolent in their replies. Chief Butner or- 
dered their arrest. Haygood was easily 
taken in charge, but Jones ran and tried 
to escape. Chief Butner pursued him on 
his horse and when he rode up to Jones 
the chief knocked him on the head with 
the butt end of his pistol and Jones came 
to a halt. Jones and Haygood were then 
carried to the city barracks and locked up 
on the charge of vagrancy and interfering 
with the public works. 

They Saw Redwine. 

Deputy United States marshals from the 
court at Macon, who recently went to Co- 
lumbus, O., to carry several prisoners to 
the state penitentiary, have returned to the 
city. They report having seen Lewis Red- 
wine, and say he looks in splendid health. 
He is chief assistant to the secretary of the 
penitentiary, and has an easy and good pay- 
ing job. He is paid a salary of $7 per week. 
If he continues. to receive this amount dur- 
ing his term in prison, he will have quite a 
sum laid up when he leaves the penitentiary, 
especially as he will have very little oppor- 
tunity to spend any of it. 

An Interesting Rumor. 

There is an interesting rumor aftoat in 
Macon today to the effect that Hon. C. L. 
Bartlett will soon resign the judgeship of the 
Macon supreme court circuit. Judge Bart- 
lett is now at Perry, holding Houston court, 
and there is no one here authorized to speak 
for him. There may be no grounds for the 
new rumor, and it may be simply a ‘renew- 
al of the old report that has been in circu- 
lation some time. if Judge Bartlett resigns 
it will be to enter the race for congress 
from the sixth district. In the event Judge 
Bartlett resigns there may be several can- 
didates for the judgeship. The names men- 
tioned in this connection are John L. Har- 
deman, Buford M. Davis, C. A. Turner and 
William H. Felton, Jr. Mr. Felton is the 
present solicitor general. It is not thought 
that Judge Bartlett has positively mention- 
ed his future plans to any one, but the peo- 
pie of Bibb will not be surprised to hear of 
his resignation at any time.

As to International Bimetallism. 

At the end of all discussion of the 
money question stands the pretense of 
an international conference to be fol- 
lowed by international bimetallism. 


When the gold monometallists are driven | 


by logic, by facts and by the world’s ex- 
perience from every position they take, 
and are compelled to abandon every ar- 
gument they can advance, they fall back 
on an international eonference. They 
step off of the solid ground of reason 
and invite the people to follow them in 
the air. This is the end of ail the ar- 
guments of the gold monometalilists. 
They begin by defying reason and co-n- 
mon sense and wind up by committing 
the prosperity of the people of this re- 
public to the tender mercies of a mon- 
etary conference controlled by the rep- 
resentatives of the European mon- 
archies. : 

But even if it be admitted that an in- 
ternational conference is as full of proim- 
ise as the goldbugs say it is, when are 
the people of this country to have the 
benefit of it? When is it to be convened, 
and how? How long are the people to 
stand the daily loss that attends the 
present situation? The most violent sup- 
porter of John Sherman's views among 
the democrats is dumb when confronted 
with these inquiries. 

But if these questions do pot admit 
of a satisfactory reply, how can these 
democrats hope to answer a much more 
important inquiry—an inquiry on which 
the whole scheme hinges? That inquiry 
is this: Is there any more reason to be- 
lieve that any international conference 
in the future will be any more snueccess- 
ful in disposing of the matter than those 
which have been held in the past? 

If we are to judge the future by the 
past, the “international” argument is a 
fraud and a sham—a skid on which the 
hopes of the people are to slide as grace- 
fully as possible to the bottom of things. 
It is admitted on all sides, even by those 
who profess to believe in the potency 
of an international conference, that Eng- 
land holds the key to the situation—that 
on England alone depends the snecess 
of the international proposition. 

This being so, what hope is there that 
England will relinquish the vast ad- 
vantages which the present sitnation 
gives her? It must be borne in mind 
that England is a creditor nation—that 
every increase in the purchasing power 
of gold, however slight, adds millions to 
her resources. She is a vast receptacle 
of the wealth of other countries, which 
is poured into her lap in the shape of 
interest. She has nothing to pay to 
other countries, but millions upon mil- 
lions to receive from them. 

We are told that there is a strong 
movement in favor of bimetallism in 
England. This is true. It is a strong 
movement, and it is a growing one, but 


it will not be strong enough in half a. 


century, if the present conditiens con- 
tinue to exist to compel the ruling class 
in that country to give up the immense 
advantages which it has over the rest of 
the world. If silver is not remonetized 
until England consents to it. the farm- 


ers and producers of this country will | 


continue to pay toll to Lombard street 
for many a long year.

| metallism when the subject was up for 
j discussion ih parliament many months 
ago? He treated the idea as a singularly

going to perform this supreme act of 
“We are not debtors at 
all,” Mr. Gladstone said, and he went 
on to point out that Great Britain was 
a creditor country, having probably two 
thousand millions of dollars invested in 
the bonds and securities of other coun- 
tries. It would, therefore, be, as Mr. 
Gladstone said, a supreme act of self- 
sacrifice for the United Kingdom to enter 
into any scheme to remove the thumb- 
screws which the single gold standard 
has fastened on the debtor nations. “We 
should get no consolation,” Mr. Glad- 
stone dryly remarked, “but the consola- 
tion of the world would be great.” 
What sensible man, therefore, expects 


tary conference for the purpose of re 
monetizing silver, or to forward any 
scheme that has for its purpose the 
restoration of the parity of money and 
prices? This whole money question has 
its foundation in national selfishness. 
We are in favor of the remonetization of 
silver by the United States because we 
desire to see the prosperity of our peo- 
ple restored and the vast resourcen of 
the country developed. There is no ar- 
gument that will dispose of -the propo- 
sition. On the other hand, an English- 
man who understands the relations of 
his own people with other countries is 
in favor of the further demonetization of 
silver in order that he may see the re- 
sources of his own country increased and 
her investors enriched. 

The only difficulty in England’s way is 
the threat of the Latin-American re- 
publics to default on their bonded debt. 
But even this is not a serious difficulty, 
for England has a way of collecting her 
people's debts that is quite commenda- 
ble from the point of view of an Eeng- 
lishman. 

We desire, therefore, to ask those who 
desire to postpone the prosperity of the 
American people to suit the pleasure of 
the European monarchies to tell us when 
and how international bimetallism is to 
come about?

He is always*serene 
and self-poised because his sense of duty 
is his controlling rule of action in all 
the affairs of life. He is a lover of his 
fellow men and when he ean advance 
their welfare he is better pleased than 
When his own personal interests are 
served. 

On the stump in debate the general is 
the same fair, courteous and considerate 
gentleman that he is in the heme circle. 
He has the eourage of his convictions, 
and makes himself heard and felt when 
the issues of the day are under discus- 
sion, but he has never dreamed of at- 
tempting to promote himself by wunder- 
rating his opponent. 

After all, these manly and 
characters win. They please the peo- 
ple better than vain boasting and loud 
self-assertion. All that has been said 
about General Evans’s war record and 
his useful services in peace, has been 
said by others. It comes in the shape of 
voluntary tributes from those who know 
him best, and there is never a hint of 
it from his own lips. 

Brave as a lion and gentle as a woman! 
This is the verdict of all Georgians when 
the general’s name is mentioned. The 
people feel that in honoring him they 
will honor themselves. It will be Gov- 
ernor Evans. That is a settled fact.

The FEnection of Senators by the People. 

There is a. growing sentiment in favor 
of the election of United States senators 
by the people, and this feeling is espec- 
ially strong in the northwest. 

To meet the wishes of his constituents 
and others who are in sympathy with 
them Congressman Bryan. of Nebraska, 
has introduced a resolution providing 
for a constitutional amendment which 
authorizes each state to elect senators 
either through the legislature or by di- 
rect vote of the people. 

This is a non-partisan measure and 
should be favorably considered. If the 
amendment is adopted it will not make 
senatorial elections by the people com- 
pulsory. The matter will be optional, 
and Maine would be permitted to elect 
her senators through the legislature, 
while Texas might prefer a direct popu- 
lar vote. Of course, it: would make no 
difference to one state how another state 
elected its senators. If the experiment 
should prove unsatisfactory, the states 
‘trying it could easily return. to the old 
method. 

It must be admitted that the bill is 
thoroughly consistent with the demo-

Governor Northen was not in the city 
yesterday, having gone to Macon to attend 
the Baptist convention. As a4 result every- 
thing was quiet about the capitol except in 
the treasury and the comptroller general’s 
office, wher@ the returns for special taxes 
are being received, and the school depart- 
ment, where Commissioner Bradwell and 
Assistant Commissioner Guinn were very 
busy arranging for the payment of school 
money, which will be sent out to the school 
authorities in each county, beginning to- 
day. The amount to be thus distributed 
will Be about $450,000. The fund at the 
disposal of the commissioner is over $468,000. 
This has been apportioned to the different 
counties and is paid out to the county 
commissioners upon their requisition show- 
ing exactly where the money goes. In some 
instances the connty does net require as 
much as is their just portion; in those cases 
the surplus remains in the treasury to 
the credit of that county. Every teacher 
in the state was paid in full the Ist of 
January. The payment made this week 
pays them in full to March 3ist. It is the 
first time in the history of the common 
school system that teachers have recetved 
this prompt payment for their services— 
the first time it might be said that they 
can get the full benefit of their money, for 
they will not have to submit to a 20 or 30 
per cent discount on their vouchers, as 
they have had to do pefore.

Some Interesting Facts and Figures. 

The question of the floor space came up 
incidentally in connection with this report, 
and Mr. Grant Wilkins submitted some fig- 
ures showing the number of acres occupied, 
the number of acres roofed and the numbe 
of visitors at each of the great exposition 
which have been held throughout the world 
since that of Paris in 1855. It showed that 
that first Paris exposition occupied a piece 
of ground thirty-five acres in size; that 
29.4 acres were roofed, and that 5,200,000 
people were in attendance. 

At Vienna in 1875, 75 acres were roofed 
and the attendance was 7,300,000. The cen- 
tennial ground at Philadelphia covered an 
area of 289 acres, of which 124 were 
roofed; the attendance was 10,000,000. The 
Paris exposition of 1873 covered 14 acres, 
61 of which were roofed, and the attendance 
was 16,200,000. The Paris exposition of 1889 
covered 241 acres, of which 131 were roofed 
and the attendance was 32,400,000. The 
world’s fair embraced 674 acres in its 
grounds, 258 of it being under roof and the 
attendance was 27,000,000. 

A Change in the Directorate. 

There was one change in the exposition 
board made at yesterday’s meeting. Mr. 
Healey, who had been elected at one of the 
early meetings, resigned on account of ill- 
hcalth, which would prevent his devoting 
his time to the work, and the board unani- 
mously elected Captain R. P. Dodge to the 
vacancy. Captain Dodge is a well known 
railroad man, and is one of the leading men 
in workingmen’s associations in the city. 
The board desired to give recognition to 
that element of citizens and certainly could 
not have made a better selection. 

Some Notable Subscriptions. 

Among the subscriptions was one of 
$250, made by Dr. Blue Mountain Joe. There 
were others, a full list of which is ap- 
pended. 

The subscriptions received from the capi- 
tol were secured by Colonel John Milledge, 
who made a tour of the capitol offices yes- 
terday morning.

Frank Haney Leaves the Gang to Face 
a Serious Charge. 


ACCUSED OF KILLING HIS CHILD 


He Says the Child Fell and Was Killed. 
Bruises Found on the Body 
Caused Suspicion. 


—_— 


The doffing of convict stripes to which 
Frank Haney, a white convict, had been 
looking forward with pleasure, brought 
him a serious shock yesterday. The striped 
garb was.removed and Haney was released 
from the convict camp, but he was deliver- 
ea up to a fate that has nothing bright it. 

Haney is a Heard county convict and 
soon after his conviction last spring was 
sold to Fulton county. Since then he has 
been working under th: superintendency of 
Mr. Dvunaldson, of the Fulton county chain- 


zg. 

Yesterday Haney’s term expired. Ex- 
pectantly he had been looking forward 
to returning to his family in Heard county 
and yesterday morning he went to the office 
to exchange his ungainly garb for the citi- 
zen’s clothing he had worn to the camp. 
His old clothing was turned over to him 
and just as he was dressing himself Deputy 
Sheriff’ Rafe Banks, of Heard county, 
arrested him for. murder. 

Haney was brought into the city and 
locked uP at police headquarters. He is a 
rough, illiterate man about twenty-eight 
years old. He had been living in Heard 
county but a short time when the death, the 
responsibility of which is now 
door, occurred. 

It is the murder of his own child, a Little 
girl of three years, with which he is 
charged. About noon one Sunday last May 
his neighbors were called in and told that 
the little girl had received fatal injuries by 
failing from a box. The child was at that 
— in a dying condition and lived but two 
ours. 

Haney and his wife explained that the 
child was standing on a large box at the 
table eating dinner and suddenly tumbled 
down, receiving fatal injuries. The story 
had the ring of falsehood about it and when 
the e who had dropped in  ex- 
amined the place of the tragedv the story 
seemed incredible. That the child could be 
eo in such a short fall was hard to be- 

ve. 

At the inquest it was developed that there 
were several bruises on the child’s body 
that could not have been made by the fall. 
The bruises had the appearance of having 
been inflicted by violent blows and a strong 
conviction grew up in the minds of the 
people that Haney had killed the child. So 
Strong did this belief become that he was 
arrested for the murder and placed in jail, 

The evidence was insufficient to convict 
him, but while he was in jail a, charge of 
receiving stolen goods was brought ainst 
him and he was tried on that pending a 
fuller investigation of the other charge. 
He was convicted of the charge of re- 
ceiving stolen goods and given six months 
and was brought to the Fulton county 
gong. his term expiring yesterday. 

Since he has been in the gang further 
evidence has been brought to the surface, 
and it is generally believed that he can be 
convicted of the murder. The theory is 
that he became angry with the child, and 
without intending to kill it, beat it in such 
a violent manner as to inflict fatal in- 
juries. Haney denies the charge. 


THE CREMATORY. 


The Location of the Piant Is Again 
Under Discussion. 


The experimental crematory will not be 
located alongside Oakland cemetery if the 
people of the third ward can prevent it, 

Since the special committee, of which Mr. 
Campbell] is chairman, made the report last 
Monday to the general council the peoplé 
residing in the third ward have been pro- 
testing against planting a crematory in that 
section of the city. 

So loud and emphatic became the protest 
that Mayor Goodwin, yielding to a general 
clamor yesterday, called the general council 
together to look into the question, and when 
the council convened the chamber was 
tnronged with residents of the third ward 
who did not want the crematory planted in 
that ward. Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles call- 
ed the meeting to order and there were re- 
sponses from all of the members except 
wr, Stephens, of the aldermanic board; Mr. 
Camp, Mr. Welsh, of the fifth; Mr. Harmon 
and Mr. Nelms. Immediately after the roll 


call Mr. Dodge moved to rescind the action 
of the council at the last meeting in plac- 
ing the crematory near Oakland cemetery. 

“And on that motidn,”’ said Mr. Beatie, of 
the third, “I desire to be heard. I have 
here in my hands a lot of petitions from 
the members of that ward against locating 
the crematories where that resolution places 
them. These petitions have been circu- 
lated only today, and an examination will 
show how generally they have been signed. 
Had the parties who carried the papers 
around had sufficient time the number of 
names would have been many times greater, 
The people of that ward do not want the 
crematory, and none of them can imagine 
why the city council should force it upon 
them. The truth is that the placing of the 
cremaotry there will be a great damage to 
all of the people of the ward.’ 

Mr. Howell moved to suspend the rules so 
as-to hear from any one who wanted to talk 
on the matter whether for or against the 
crematories. In making the motion Mr. 
Howell stated that it would be impossible 
to locate the crematory at any point where 
objections would not be raised, and declar- 
ed that it was one of the coming problems 
with which Atlanta would have to deal very 
quickly. 

Mr. Dimmock wanted the entire matter 
referred to a committee, saying that that 
would be the final result after the council 
had discussed it. 

Hon. Marshall J. Clarke was heard from. 
He declared that the people of the third 
ward did not want to antagonize the city 
government, but that it could not and would 
not stand the crematory at the point indi- 
cated if the court would protect the people. 

Mr. James G. Woodward, once a member 
ef the council from that ward, was heard 
and opposed the location of the crematory, 
asserting that the hauling of the garhage 
through that section of the city would be 
objectionable to every one, and that it 
would depreciate the value of property 
more than 25 per cent. 

Members of the council auestioned the 
speaker, but he was firm in his opposition 
to the crematory, and stated that he had 
been informed that the piece of ground for 
which the city was about to pay $6,000 had 
been offered, or was not worth more than 


,000. 

“But I am told,”’ said Mr. Howell, “that 
Mr. Beatie has offered to give $12,000 for it.” 

“No,” replied Mr. Beatie, quickly. ‘*'I 
have known though, that an offerwf $8,000 
has been made for it.’’ 

Mr. Stockdell deciared that the crematory 
Was a necessity, and that it would have to 
come, but he would vote against it going 
to any point where the people did not want 
it. He thought that it would be better to 
place it out of the city even if the city had 
to pay for the transportation of the fuel 
rather than put it close in where people 
ovsected. He then moved that the enfire 
matter be referred to the sanitary commit- 
tee and the board of health, and his mo- 
tion prevaiied. 

Then the council adjourned.

COTTON CLOSES 4 POINTS HIGHER 


The Stock Market Was Very Active,with 
Whisky the Feature—General Eleoc- 
tric 11-8 Higher at the Close. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Unfavorable news 
foes not affect stock prices as it did a 
month or so ago, which is best illustrated 

rhaps by the course of the market today. 

n the first place London was again a 
seller; a sharp rise in wheat was reported, 
because of alleged damage to the crop, and 
furthermore, in the early trading, Distill- 
{ng and Cattle Feeders’ recorded a break 
of nearly 2 per cent, to 24%gc, on the reit- 
eration of stories current of the past few 
days that the decision in the quo warranto 
proceedings would be against the company. 
The slump in Distillers’ at the start brought 
about a fractional decline in the general 
list, but General Electric, which has been 
under the hammer for a day or so, sud- 
Genly developed strength and moved up 
from 33%:c to 414%c by easy stages. The 
support given the stock encouraged the 
bulls to make ventures in other parts of the 
list. The low-priced issues were taken hold 
of and in a short time an advance of 44@1 ha 
per cent was established. Wabash rose % 
per cent to 8%; preferred, 153 per cent to 
ISt4c; St. Louis Southwestern preferred, 1% 
per cent to 11; Texas Pacific, % per cent to 
Wc; Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
preferred, % per cent to 34%sc; Richmond 
Terminal, 1% per cent to $4c; preferred, % 
per cent to 1773; Kansas and Texas, % per 
cent to 16%4c, and preferred, 1% per cent to 
26%,c. In the afternoon dealings American 
Sugar suddenly rose 2% percent to 9144c on 
@ reported advance in certain grades of 
refined. This frightened a latent bear in 
the covering and incidentally had a good 
effect on the general market. Whisky sold 
up to 265gc, the best pric: of the day, after 
the positive announcement from Chicago 
that the company had been worsted in the 
quo warranto matter, and that the trial 
had been set down for the latter part of the 
month. Delaware and Hudson rose 1%3 per 
cert to 144, and fell back to 142 on realiza- 
tion. In the late trading the market was 
decidedly firm and there was good buying 
of the leading issues. Speculation left off 
firm with prices anywhere from % to 2% per 
cent above yesterday’s finals.

There 
was a scurrying to cover wheat, resulting 
in a very few moments in a rally of 2c, the 
market closing strong at the outside, a 
gain of 1%c for the day for May. 

Corn had a remarkable strong market 
and not all of the firmness was derived 
from wheat. It was a subject for a com- 
ment that when wheat was quiet and easy 
corn showed strength. A marked improve- 
ment in the demand for futures existed. 
May sold between 375%@37%c and 38%%c, clos- 
ing at the top, a net gain of 1@l‘%c for the 
day. The cash demand was good with the 
offerings light. Prices were about t%éc 
higher. 

Oats obeyed the influence derived from 
corn and @sregarded the action of wheat 
in the early portion of the day, but partook 
of the stronger feeling of both the other 
cereals near the close.

JOMESEEKERS TO BE BROUGHT SOUTH 


All About the Immigration Plan of South- 
ern Railroads—Sale of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia. ° 


en =. a ED 


The meeting of the rate committee of 
the Southern Passenger Association was 
continued yesterday in the offlee of the 
commissioner in the Equitab?® building. 

There Was an important question sprung 
in the forenoon with reference to the pro- 
posed changes to be made ip the rules and 
regulations of the associations and the 
meeting went into a committee of the whole 
to talk things over. . 

This work consumed most of the day and 
kept the members very busy ali the while. 

One of the most interesting matters taken 
up by the members of the committee on 
rates was the proposition of Colonel At- 
more, general passenger agent of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, to allow a rate of one 
fare for the round trip to all homeseekers 
who wish to visit the south, the same to 
be good one day in every month of the 
year. 

At present the rule is to allow this rate 
to homeseekers on the 8th of March, the 
Sth of April and the 8th of February. 

“In seeking to secure the rate for one 
day in every month of the year,” said 
Colonel Atmore, talking about the move- 
ment to a Constitution reporter, ‘‘I simply 
wanted to see if we cannot get these home- 
seekers and settlers to come to the south 
from the north all through the summer in 
order ‘to let them see that we have a 
country down here that is not a bit more 
unpleasant on account of the heat than 
their own. if we can get them to visit 
the south in the summer time and show 
them that this country is as pleasant to 
live in and carry on all manner of labor in 
the heater term as their own section, 
then we can do, in my opinion, far more 
good than we have been doing bringing 
the immigrants here in the winter time. 
You see there are many of these people 
in the north and the northwest who would 
come to the south to live but for the fact 
that they think it too hot for them when 
summer comes on. They come here in the 
winter and see that the climate is warm 
and pleasant and this leads them to think 
that if it is so delightful at the time of 
year when they are suffering from the 
whizzing blizzards it must be frightfully 
hotin summer time. Thisis far from being 
true. They ought to know the truth, that 
the laborers of the south suffer no more 
from heat in summertime than the laborers 
of the north. Let us get them here at all 
times of the year and show them that no 
climate could be more desirable at all 
times, then we will take quite another 
great step in the promotion of this recent 
movement of the souchern railroads look- 
ing to the turning of the tide of immigra- 
tion southward. 

‘Thus, you see, the purpose of the propo- 
sition to have a cheap rate for the home- 
seekers good all through the year. Here- 
tofore we have only had this rate three 
days out of the year, and those three days 
in the spring and late winter. 

“Il am very much in earnest in what I am 
doing for the encouragement of southern 
immigration. We want more people in the 
south. With more people wili coine more 
money and more development and general 

rosperity. The railroads of the country 

ave their greatest scope of usefulness in 
this work. They can do much to build up 
the south if the movement is carried to 
that successful climax it deserves to reach. 
The Louisville and Nashville is going to 
bend every energy for the next few years 
to build up the country through which it 
passes, and we have already h marvelous 
success in this business. We are going to 
send men to the northwest and to the ew 

England states and show the people there 
that we have the finest region of the repub- 
lic down here. We will give them eve 
opportunity to visit the south and to took 
xround for good places to settle. It is our 
purpose to ask the people in all the towns 
along our lines to meet us half way in this 
business and lend their energies to make 
us all the more helpful. in the building up 
of their country. 

“The railroads will be doing themselves 
good, at the same time benefiting the couns 
try they traverse. It is the proper thing 
for them to do now. The railroads have 
delayed too long this immigration move- 
ment. I am gla to see that The Constitu- 
tion has been lending its influence to the 
encouragement of the united efforts of the 
roads to this end. The newspapers can be 
of great help to the scheme. in fact, we 
must have the assistance of,the southern 
press. ‘ 

“When we get all these influences and the 
friendliness of the southern’ people on the 
side of this movement the railroads have 
united to encourage I predict that by next 
fall we will see such an overflowing tide of 
immigration turned this way as will be 
powerful to roll back the cloud of financial 
embarrassment that has: for so long been 
hanging over the railroads and the country 
alike, and be the hameeger of brighter 
now de that will soon begin to dawn on the 
south.”’ 

Colonel Atmore is one of the most enthu- 
Siastic leaders in the immigration move- 
ment and his work along this line for the 
Louisville and Nashville ought to be and 
will be fully appreciated by the people of 
the south. 

_ The meeting of the rate committee of the 
Southern Passenger Association could have 
done no better work for the roads and for 
the south than the adoption of this rule to 
allow the homeseekers’ rate to be good for 
one day ir every month of the year. 

The meeting has been a very interesting 
and a very important one throughout. It was 
largely attended from beginning to end, and 
the railroad men have done some good work.

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SOUTH. 


New Enterprises Noted by the Manu- 
facturers’* Record. 

Baltimore, April 5.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record in its weekly review of the business 
Situation of the south says: The total lia- 
bilities of the failures in the whole coun- 
try for the first three months of 1894 were 
$10,000,000 more than for the first quarter of 
1893, but in the south, there was a decrease 
of $77,000, indicating the steady financial im- 
provement in the south ahead of the rest 
of the coutry. A reduction has been made 
in freight rates on southern iron to western 
points, which President Baxter, of the Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and Rilroad Company, 
says will be of paramount importance to 
Alabama and Tennessee iron makers. Mr. 
Baxter says: “If the prediction had been 
made five, yes, three years ago that pig 


a ton at Birmingham, or anywhere else, 
the prophecy would have been deemed the 
idle emanation of a disordered mind. And 
yet, the dream of a few years since has 
‘become the reality of today.’ 

Railroad affairs are much brighter, and 
the alliance of the Erlanger and Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton systems promises to 
be of great value to the south. The sale of 
the Atlantic and Danville is the first step 
toward reorganizing that property, and 
this road will probably be extended to the 
coal fields of southwest. Virginia. 

Several important railroad enterprises are 
getting in shape for active construction 
work. A number of electric roads are to be 
built, including one line of about forty or 
fifty miles to connect several small towns 
in Maryland, which will be constructed by 
leading Baltimore capitalists. A very no- 
ticeable interest in mining property is be- 
ing aroused in the south, and several large 
companies have been organized recently. 
The number of outside capatilists prospect- 
ing in the south continues to increase and 
Several extensive land sales have been 
made for raising fruit and grain crops.

PLAINTIFF MORRIS GOT ONLY A NON-SUIT 


Judge Ven Eppe’s Decision Was to the 
Point-Some Valuable Atlanta 
Property Involved. 


It is not often that the testimony of a 
principal in a law suit kills his own chances 
by his own testimony, but this is what 
Judge Van Epps says that E. S. Morris 
did when he testified in the instance of 
£. 8S. Morris against John Morris. 

E. S. Morris and John Morris are broth- 
ers and both are middle-aged men. E. 5S. 
Morris is forty years old. He sued his 
brother for $3,000, which he alleged was due 
him on a transaction in regard to some 
property. This property is that piece of 
land on the corner of Broad and Hunter 
streets back of the Ryan store. E. 8. 
Morrig traded his portion of the property, 
which was owned by him and his brother 
John jointly, to John Morris, the brother. 
He received in the trade a farm in Douglas 
county. Not many months after the trade 
John Morris soid to property to John Ryan, 
but the price was something more than the 
amount involved in the trade between the 


brothers. 

Thereupon E. 8. Morris felt himself 
aggrieved and immediately entered suit 
against his brother. When he testified he 
declared that he was forty years oid 
and that he had frequently traded with his 
brother. Upon the evidence of Mr. Morris 
Colonel Brewster moved for a non suit, 
which Judge Van Epps granted in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“Tne plaintiff in this case, Mr. Morris, 
has no yround of complaint with his law- 
yers, for they have displayed great ability 
and zeal in his case. 4 have no doubt at 
ali that there is a good legal conceit of a 
case in the declaration and its amend- 
ments. To my minu it is a fine case in 
the pleadings—an elegant structure. The 
trouble is that the client blows it all down 
with the breath of his mouth. Looking at 
this case on paper through the lens that a 
demurrer to the declaration put on a pair 
of human eyes, the thing towers up to the 
heavens and seems to cry out to the stars 
there, but looking at it through the lens 
that a demurrer to the evidence puts on 
a pair of human eyes it is barren, fat, un- 
cultivated and incapable of raising any- 

ing of value. 
eg Ba that there is a rule of law that 
if taking the most favorable view of 
the evidence that the jury can put upon it 
they might be warrented in finding a verdict 
for the plaintiff, but the issue of fraud 
ought to be submitted to them, but it is 
also a principle of law that even where 
negligence or fraud is the thing to be de- 
termined, that if the logical effect of the 
undisputed evidence in the case is that the 
plaintiff ought not to recover, it is one of 
the highest and most solemn duties of the 
court to be brave enough to declare it, and 
not to shift the responsibility from _ his 
own shoulders to the jury box. I think it is 
my duty to declare the legal effect of this 
evidence and to promulgate, as a matter 
of law, that there is no case made. out. 
I may be wrong. i have misgivings when I 
am opposed by such legal minds as our 
brother Jordan and Judge Clarke. The 
mon-suit is ordered.” 

The attorneys for Mr. John Morris were 
Messrs. Dorsey; Brewster & Howell, who 
scored a fine victory, especilly in wew of 
what Judge Van Epps said regarding the 
case. Mr. R. J. Jordan and Judge Mar- 
ghall J. Clarke represented the plaintiff.

Two Husbands Arraigned by Their 
Wives Yesterday. 


ALBERT’S TREATMENT OF HIS WIFE 


She Tells a Shocking Story of How She 
Was Beatenand Kicked by Him. 
The Other Case. 


A rosy-facea, black-eyed, black-whiskered, 
nervous mannered young man of thirty or

‘/A RECKLESS FELLOW 


Was Ben Jordon, the Brom-bones of 
Fannin County. 


HOW HE FORMED THE VENDETTA 


Killed the Husband of Mrs. Hughes, 
@ W hose Pension Got Old Man Hurter 
Int» Trouble—Sentenced Yesterday. 


Thirteen months of hard labor in the Ohio 


penitentiary. 

That was the sentence placed 
upon J. B. Hunter, the old man who was 
found guilty some days ago-of fraud in the 


pension bus.ness. 

Hunter received his sentence calmly, and 
no one could tell that he was in the least 
affected by the gruesome prospect of con- 
vict stripes and prison walls. He will in 
all probability be the oldest man in the peni- 
tentiary, as his years reach over the three 
score and ten notch. In view of his ex- 
treme age Judge Newman made the mini- 
mum “punishment fit the crime.”’ 

Hunter comes from Fannin county, and 
has for many years been a prominent char- 
acter in that part of the country. AS a 
school teacher he was admired for his wis- 
dom and respected on account of his age. 
Politically he was a leader and conducted 
strong fights against the democratic party. 
A near neighbor of his was Mrs, Betty 
Hughes, an octogenarian, highly respected 
and well khown in that section. Some 
times these old people would get to- 
gether and talk over the days .gone by. 
Upon one occassion Hunter proposed that 
he might be able to secure a pension for 
Mrs. Hughes, as her husband had been a 
union soldier. Thus through him she made 
application and succeeded in getting a pen- 
sion amounting to about $2,800. Hunter, 
who had the thing in charge, however, 
turned over to the old lady only $1,400, tell- 
ing her that was the whole amount. Soon 
after the fraud was discovered and Hunter 
was arrested. 

Ben Jordan’s Vendetta. 

Connected with the killing of Mrs. 
Hughes’s husband is one of tne strangest 
stories of the civil war. In Fannin count 
there lived anda fiourished a feilow famed 
far and wide as ‘“‘Vare Devil Ben.”’ He 
was the Brombones of the community and 
his expliots extended all over north Geor- 
gia. Sprung from a prominent family 
which boasted of its Bourbon blood and 
rich in the possession of woridly gouds, he 
was the leading spirit in a crowd of jovial- 
hearted fellows who lived only for fun and 
frolic. 

Whe the tocsin of war first sounded Ben 
Jordan responded speedily. Organizing a 
company at once, he hastened to the scene 
of confict. In the batties throughout Vir- 
ginia’ there were no braver spirits than 
Ben Jordan’s men. Several times he fell 
wounded, lighting in the thick of the fray. 
His many deeds of reckless daring won tne 
aamiration of all the officers and his un- 
shrinking valor endeared him to the hearts 
of the men. One day shortly after the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg he received a letter noti- 
fying him of his mother’s death and telling 
how his home had been burned. Jordan 
immediately made appiication for a leave of 
absence. This, however, could not be ob- 
tained, as the order revoking all leaves 
of absence and refusing thereafter all fur- 
lougns had just before been issued. Then, 
according to the tale told by an old Fan- 
nin county citizen, Jordan, with his char- 
acteristic boldness, went before General 
Longstreet, 

tie expiained to the general how he had 
heard or tne death of his mother and the 
burning of his home and asked a leave 
of absence. Longstreet replied that he 
sympathized with him, but tne orders must 
be obeyed no matter what -the circum- 
Stances were, and he was torced to refuse 
the request. Jordan bowed and left the 
tent. ‘ne next morning he was missing. 
Some t.me atter he turned up near his oid 
home in tannin county to find things even 
worse than reported. Nothing remained 
except the land upon whicn the ruins of 
his ancestral mansion were Standing. 

Driven to desperation he swore revenge. 
From his sister he got the names of the 
twenty-live men, who, it was. said, sympa- 
thizing with the union side after seeing tne 
inevitable resuit of the war, began to 
cominit deeds of violence in their neighbor- 
hood. lt was this gang which burneua Jor- 
dan’s house. He aia not return to Vir- 
ginla. When the surrender was made and 
peace declared, all of nis old companions 
caine home. To several of them he related 
his tale, They swore to stand by him 
and tue vende.cta was formed. Upon a Bi- 
bie €acn took a solemn oath to kull aif of 
the men whose names were on the list
